SKETCH OK TlIK I)E\D SOLDIEH. 

George Hrinton McCielian was born 
in miiladelphia, December 3, 1820. 
Ho studied at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and iul812enlei-od the Mil- 
itary Academy at West Point, where 
he graduated second in bis class in 
18W, and waa assigned to duty as 
Brevet Seooud Ueuteiiaiit iu the 
Corps of Engineers. He terved with 
distinction during tbe Veslcan war, 
and was anccetslvely breveted as 
Fli-st Lieutenant and Captain. In 

1851- 2 he was asaistaiit engineer in 
llie construction of Ft. Delaware ; in 

1852- 3 cliief engineer of the Depart- 
ment of 'IV.xas, having in charge the 
fiirveys of the coast of lliat State; in 
IS,'):!-! engineer for tlie exploration 
and survey of the AVestcrn division 
of the Paclflc railroad ; in 18.)5-(i, hav- 
ing been made Captain of Artillery, 
he was a member of the military 
commission lo visit the seat of war 
in the Crimea, lie resigned Ids com- 
mission June C, 1857, to take the post 
of Ciilef Engineer of the Illinois Cen 
trai railroad, and in 1860 lie became 
President of the St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati i|>ilroad. AV/tlia opening of 
the ciVil'Wr, tie n^'commlHioned a 
Major General of Ohio volunteers and 
placed in commaud of the Department 
of.ilM Oliio. lie waa made Major 
General In tlie regular army Hay 14, 
1861, and commanded in several eii- 
ga^iifciits li^ West Virginia, receiv- 
ing a V^te of thank*, twin Congress. 
On Julf ^ the daf a^r the Federal 
delltat at BulUtun, be was placed in 
command of the Division of the Po- 
toinae, and sliorlly after the Army of 
the Potomac. Upon the retirement 
ofGen. Seolt, November 1, lie was 
appointed Goneral-in-cliief of ilie 
armies of the United Slaiis. The 
followiug Marcii lie began llio i'on 
insular campaign. Itcaching the 
Cliiekaliominy al)Oilt May 20, lie 
opened llio campaign I'gaiiist Kieh 
inoiid, when was brought lo a virtual 
close by the battle of Malver's Mill 
.Inly 1, after wbluh he fell back to 
Harrison's Lauding and entrenched 
bimsaKl Qttif Hajieclt Jiavlng in the 
meantinia been mady General-ln 
ciiief. ordered MoCfellan to return 
with lila'Wbblearmy t6 Tortriw* Mon- 
roe and Yorktown. Geu. liae alinott 
sittiullaueously moved from Rieb 
mood to threaten Uen. Po^ who had 
lieen placed in commaud of Ihe Union 
forces in Norllierii Virginia. The 
result was the defeat of l'o\io 
at lliill Uiiii August 29-30.

The Conredorates the 
uiiderlook the invasion of .Maiyluiid 
which was hioiiglil lo a close by ll 
battle of Anlietain, September lU-lT. 
They then crossed the Potomac and 
fell leisurely back toward the Uap 
idan. Great dissatisfaction was I'd 
at tlie alowue** with which MuClel 
Ian followed I hem, aud on November 
7, when he wa* preparing to attack 
In force, he wii* iuperM&ed by Bnrii 
side. ^cClellaii waa directed to pro< 
ceed to Trenton, N. J ., there to awali, 
further order*, audiook flirther 
part in Ihe war. 

The Democratic National Conveii 
tloii held at Chicago, Aug. 29, 1864, 
iioiniiialoil him for llic Presidency 
but he received only (lie 21 eleclorial 
voles of Delaware, Keiiliicky and 
New Jersey, lie resigned Ills com 
luissiou in Hie army on the day of the 
election, and afterward went to Ku 
rope. He returned four years late 
and took up Ilia residence near Or 
aiigo, N. J. He was Siiperiiilcmlei 
of the bridge over the Hudson river 
al Pougbkeepsie, and Buperliitend- 
eud.of docks and:pler( In the city of 
New York, but resigned in 1878. 

In 1882' be agidn entarad politics, 
and liecameihe Democratic candi- 
date fur Governor of Now Jersey, to 
which office be was elected and serv- 
ed out the full term. After the elec- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland to the Presiden- 
cy, Gen. McClellan was prominently 
mentioned for a Cabinet positioii.and 
it was cxpeclcd that he would bo 
calfed to llie head of the War De 
partineiit, hnl the Pie!>ideiit had otii 
er views. He again went into re- 
tirement, ami dii'il wliili^ yet a com 
paratively yiniiiir man, Koemingly in 
vigorous and roljiinl heallh. 

The funeral took place at 10 o'clock 
Monday morning, and, at tlie request 
of Mrs. McClellan, there wa* no mill 
tary dispiav. The simple aarvice* of 
the Presbyterian church were con- 
ducted by the Bev. Dr. Parker, and 
there waa no eulogy. The nall-bear- 
ar* were MaJ. Gen. W. B. Hancock, 
Gen. Joaeph B. John*ton, Gen. Mar- 
tin T. McMaliou, Gen. Bill John Por- 
ter, Gen. W. B. Frauklln, Hon. H. C. 
Kelaey and CoL £. II. Wrighl, of 
Newark. The interment took place 
at Trenton.

The Servian Government 
will declare war against Bulgaria if 
the conference of the Powers sane 
lion liie unllicaliou of Bulgaria and 
Itoumelia.

There is a inyt^lery about the 
American lakes. Lake Erie is only 
W lo TO feet deep ; but Lake Uutario 
iu ri'.l2 feet deep, 230 below tiie tide 
level of ocean, eras low as inoiit parts 
of the Gulf of St. Lawrence ; and the 
bottom of Lake IJuron, Michigan 
and Superior, although the surface is 
much higher, are all, from tlioir 
vast depths, on a level with the iiot- 
loin of .Ontario. Now, as the dis- 
charge Ihrougli tlio river I>etroit, 
after allowinic fur the probable nor* 
lion carried off by evaporation, doe* 
nota|)pear by any means equal to 
the quantity of water which the three 
upper lakes receive, ll ha* been con- 
jectured that a subterranean river 
may run from I^ike Su|ierior, by 
Huron, to Lake Ontario. This con- 
jecture Is not impossible, and accounts 
for the singular fkcttbat salmon aud 
herring are caught In ail the lakes 
communicating with the St. Law- 
rence, but no otiiers. As tlieHilisof 
Niagara must have always existed, it 
would uui;ale the naturalist to say 
how Ami got into Ihe upper lakes, 
without some subterranean river; 
moreover, any periodical obstruction 
of the river would furnish a not im- 
pi'oliiible Kiiiutiiit! of tlie mysterious 
flux and leHux of llie lakes.

"Unavoidable circiiiii6taiiccs have 
provoutod mo from coulradicliiig, at 
un oar)icr date, t\>o slalcnicnls credit- 
ed to Lieut. Harry Isgrigg, formerly 
of the Konrlli Indiana Cavalry, which 
nppcurcd in liu Coiiinieri'ial Gazette 
ill SoptL'tlllxM- hisl, niriirinillg llic 

capture of JcUbisou Davis, and I 
YVb^i^tMy raqueal that yoi» WUI 
Biliiw me apace to correct soiift of 

those Blalemcnls, as they should not 
he pennillcd to go uii'.oiitradicted. 

''Ill the tirst |)lacp, Isgrigg was not 
I'i'ovost Mai'sliul at Maeoii al the 
time Davis was captured, nor at any 
nlheittlineor: place during the war. 
N6' 'suifeVior officer, who knew Is- 
grigg, would have jilai ed liini in any 
Kiieli poslliciii (if i'('^{iiiiisil>ility, as he 
wag not only unreliable and iiiitnist-

iilusbiug falaity. As is well known 
III llie country, .leflerson Davis was 
laptui'ed by the Fourlli Miehigan 
(.'avalry— or rather a delaclinicnt of 
lhat regliiioiit — under the eoininaiid 
uf lilout. Friloliard, and Isgrigg liad 
nn more to do with his eaptnre than 
Mho man in the moon,' and I"(.'i i^'^ 
knows il. .My recolleclioii \~. llmt 
wlieu was brought into Macon, 
and 'WKrtskdn to headquarters, at the 
International Hotel. Isgrigg was not 
even present, but was in camp, out- 
side the city Hmits. 

"The most uiiblusliin(; falsehood of 
all is llie slali'iiiont that "when w« 
slopped at llie Iiilcriiational Hotel 
and were abnut to get out ofllic 
wagon. Captain Tliompsoii (meaiiing 
the writer of tins article), of the 
Fourth Indiana Cavalry, drew liis 
revolver to lire at Davi-s." A more 
iiiijusLltiable falsehood was never 
uttered in llic same number of words. 
It la true I was present aa Mr, Davis 
Hseeiided tho stoiis, standing |ierhaps 
within five or six foot of liim, but the 
idea ol trying or attempliug to shoot 
him never entered my head, nor do I 
believe it was thought of hy any sol- 
dier present. As Davis, his wife, 
and private secretary ascended the 
steps through tlie open ranks of the 
soldiers I resent, the soldiers faced 
inward and presented arms, to which 
M)-.,D|tyi8 lilted his liat in i-ecogui- 
{io»'Ortlio oompliment. As be «in- 
librad the lioiel, he turned IpardMly 
around, and again elevated bli liat, 
and then | aiied out of alghl, Bird I 
saw him 11(1 moi-c. 

"This is i|uite enongli to refute the 
willful falseliood that "Davis, seeing 
Tbdmtwon'a purpose, cried out, 'Fur 
(lud'a «ak^, Lleutenaut, Ba,ve my life,' " 
Ndtta ': wm-d waa uttered to, nor by, 
Mr. DavU as he eutired the hotel, 
nor was tlieie any mark of dii:es|.ect 
exhibited liy aiiv one toward liiiii, 
but Iho deiiieaiior of the toldiers 
Dri'seut waa lhat ofroeu i^bq.ftlt 
tliey. wr^ conquerora and Mr. Darla 
a coii(|iiered adversary. I reiiel with 
iiidigiiaiidii tlie imputation that any 
soldier of llie Fourth Indiana Cavalry

A WlckllflR', put the department In- 
to the ancient rut again, and when 

Viixc .loliiison assumed tho portfolio 
on llio .'illi (it March, 1845, he found it 
H licrculean task to reinstate the re- 
form measures of Mr. Nllea. During 
Wickllffu'a administration the num- 
lier of poslofflecs had ir.creased by 
only Ii!)'), but .Toliiison baw in liis 
term of ofllco 4,237 olllces added to 
the rolls, and witnessed other tokens 
of pix>sj>erity. Among the measures 
of Mr. Miles that he adopted was tlw 
postage stamp iilea. Tlio )>rcsidciit 
liad couvorted his postmaster geiier 
al Iroiii opposing the reduction of 
postage to a championsliip ofti 
lowest paying rates, and .lohnson 
garnished' hit conversion witli fall 
ering the suggestion originated six 
years before. Tlic inatler took form 
as a bill before Congress, and Ihougl 
it was (inile the I'aahion to oppose 
any cabinet suggestions, (he act an 
tliorizing tlie laaue of (tainpa of 5 and 
lUeeiit denonilnatioiis wa« pasacd 
and approved .Mnrcli 1S47. 'I'll 
date of the issiu' \v;h uppointed a 
July 1, but there was a delay in the 
cuii'tractur'a work and the time ran 
over a month. 

On Iho 6th day of August, soon af- 
ter the opening of the postmaster 
{Xi iieral's office for tho day. an old 
Ui iilieman called to see Mr. .lolinsoi 
on business. The gcntleiiiun was the 
Hon. Uenry Shaw, a New Yorker, 
who waa not a atranger In Washiug 
Ion in those days, and whose home 
tvasin Lanesborongh. Mass. lie wag a 
Iterkshiie conniy magnate, a polili 
ciaii of no iiieuii ({iialilicalioiis, uiiil 
the father of the well known lleiirv 
Shaw. Jr., ("Josh Billings"). Twen 
ty-three years before Mr. ^haw had 
i-ocogiiized .n a youth oflT— alan- 
nor's boy who tame to l/.inesborongj 
to study law — the germs of a great 
life, lie assisted the lad in obtaining 
a library, and thus inaugurated 
friendship that death could on'y scv 
er 

After twelve years of practice, in 
the fall of 1830| tho young lawyer 
tvas elected to congress from the 
Klevcnih congressional district o 
.Massachusetts. When George H 
Itriggs took ids scat iu December, 
1831, ho was determined to work, and 
he carried out his dctcriiiinatioii so 
well lhat his constituents kept liiir 
in congress twelve years. Dur:iiL' 
that time be did long and laborious 
service as chairman of the coniniittee 
of tlio postofflco and post-maiis, and 
was both in the coiiiiiilllee and in 
Mr. Niles' ollice the advocate of the 
rcl'iirnis above alluiled to. In the 
Tweiily-sevenlli congress he crowned 
his series of reforms by luauguratii 
a movement for reducing the ratei 
of postage to 10 and 5 cents. The 
house pushed the bill, hut the senate 
did not reucli it, and it failed of lie- 
coming a law until the following 
year
